More Knowledge Needed 

One of the most interesting, 
though disconcerting, features of the 
behaviour of annual weeds is the 
ability of their seeds to remain 
dormant in the soil. We sow oats 
and buckwheat without the slightest 
fear that they will persist as weeds; 
yet wild oats and tartarian buck¬ 
wheat rank among the very worst. 

Most of us were taught at school 
that all a seed needed in order to 
begin germination was moisture, 
warmth and air. Unfortunately, we 
can provide just the right condi¬ 
tions, so far as these factors are 
concerned, and yet too often nothing 
happens. VWhat farmer in the 
Prairie Provinces has not, occasion¬ 
ally, had more weeds in his fallow 
crop than in the second crop after 
fallow.

If T/o bury come cf then seeds 
before the required ‘drought’ 
period is complete, they may remain 
dormant for yen-, and germinate 
when they can do most damage— 
not intentionally, of course! 

Wo still know too little about 
weeds, and farmers should press for 
more research. .

In the last article empbasfe' v, :i 
placed on the urgent necessity lot 
more knowledge about the bchn viout 
of seeds of annual \veed3. There is 
still a lot to learn about perennial 
weeds, but enough is known to 
carry out effective control if the 
necessary appropriations and effi¬ 
cient administrative eonvc-nicr.ceij 
are provided. 

Work in progro.-s in the Slate 
of Kansas with field bindweed is 
worthy of our attention, particu¬ 
larly since this weed is established 
in the Prairie Provinces nnd is cer¬ 
tain to multiply if appropriate step 
are not taken promptly e 

Of# 1 C0,000 farms m Kansas 
47,430 are known to l ave b: .i 
infested with field bindweed. In 
1937, the state government initiated 
a program of control calling for 
dose co-operation with county- ad¬ 
ministrations. Of 105 countie?, 103 
appointed full-time weed ,-upcr 
visors. The work included detailed 
surveys the results of which pro 
vided information needed to plan 
control methods. Small patches ar, 
treated with chemicals nnd l.nrg • 
areas are subjected to intensive til¬ 
lage. All bindweed has hern eradi¬ 
cated on over one-third of the 
47,430 infested farms, end pood 
progress has been made on another 
third. 

All this, of course, costs money; 
but once weeds gain a foothold they 
cannot be dislodged without ex¬ 
pense. The combined state nnd 
county cost of the Kansas pro¬ 
gramme averages about six dollars 
per farmer per year. t. Wo are 
probably spending little more than 
one dollar per farmer per year. It, 
is not enough.
